000. Our sales to these three nations alone hnve 
expanded from *16,500.000 to *78.000.000 in 
seven yean. At the same lime our imports have 
grown from *14.700.000 to *25,900,000, and are 

now about a third of our exports. 

These art some of the advances in trade which 
Mr. Bennett would replace with a belligerent pro¬ 
gramme of ''blasting'* his way into foreign markets— 
a programme which, as the United Stales has already 
found, inevitably cloaca any market where h is at¬ 
tempted.
